the returns approving the bonds. A 
recount would reverse the results, it 
is contended. 


Ten Join as Plaintiffs. 


The suits are brought by Frederick 
J. MacGuidwin, 6138 University ave- 
nue, and nine other taxpayers in be- 
half of themselves and all other tax- 
payers. They are represented by At- 
torney Joseph M. Larimer. 

The improvements financed by these 
bonds are part of the plans for the 
1933 world’s fair. The largest of the 
three issues jeopardized by the litiga- 
tion is for the construction of three 
islands off Grant park. These islands 
were projected as sites for the main 
exhibition buildings of the centennial. 

Work Already Under Way. 

The $3,000,000 issue is for the com- 
pletion of the Grant park stadium. 
The south park commissioners have 
already awarded the contract for this 
work and construction is under way, 
the contractor anticipating that he 
will be paid from the bond issue. 

The $5,000,000 issue is for misce!l- 


laneous improvements in the soutn 
park district. 

Commissioner Louis J. Behan, wher 
told of the suits, said the park board 
was preparing ordinances to be passed 
in the near future authorizing sale of 
the $15,500,000 bonds as required.

THE REV. A. A. PFANSTIEHL. 


The Rev. Albertus A. Pfanstiehl, for- 
mer pastor of the Highland Park Pres- 
byterian church, died of heart disease 
at the. Highland Park hospital yester- 
day.

AMERICAN EDUCATION. 
‘Dr. Abraham Flexner, who has resigned recent- 
ly from the general education board of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, has been telling the British 
bout American universities. If he had anything 
00d to say of them, we do not find it quoted in 
the press at hand, but we take from the Man- 
¢hester Guardian the following: | 

“University administrators may deplore certain 
objectionable tendericies in American life, but for 
the most part they swim with the current. Instead 
of making a stand they give the public what it 
wants, good and bad alike. For example, a great 
state university counts towards the college B. 
degree courses in retail advertising, business letter 
writing, copy reading and community news, and 
towards the degree of bachelor of science courses 
in costume model design, kinesiology [physical cul- 
ture}, and advertising campaigns. A great univer. 
gity in the east gives credit towards degrees for 


_ Courses in packing house operations, public opin- 


fon, educational publicity, parental education, 
scouting and scoutcraft. Another university an- 
nouncing a sub-department of hotel) management 
offers courses in hotel] stewarding, hotel practice, 
hotel machines, and hotel auxiliary equipment and 
gives academic credit for experience as bus boy 
or key clerk. 2 | 3 | 

“This sort of thing does not deserve to be called 
education atall. It is an irrelevant and unworthy 
thing for a modern university to undertake io 
short-circuit experience and to furnish seductive 
advertisers or plausible bond salesmen. The most 
pretentious and richest of American university 
business schools awarded a $2,000 prize to the 
woman who organized the ‘campaign for pet 
milk.” Is this a proper proceeding in an institu- 
tion of learning? ” 

Dr. Fiexner is one of our chief experts on the 
higher education and we trust we may safely 
assume that he will give his countrymen the 
benefit of his views, even though they will not be 
received with quite the complaisant satisfaction 
they arouse in the bosom of the Guardian: It is 
more important that we should know what is 
wrong with our universities than what is right, 
and Dr. Flexner finds a good deal that is wrong. 
We agree heartily with him that a university that 
gives a credit for experience as a “bus boy or 
key clerk” has a conception of the character and 
functions of the university that calls for some not 
altogether jocular consideration. We do not agree 
that the vocational training he cites “does not 
Geserve to be called education at all.” On the 
contrary, we believe it has more real educational 
‘yalue than some of the cultural exercises to which 
our college youth submit themselves. A good deal 
that passes for education is only a mild re- 
gurgitation ‘which does not involve digestion 
either by the teacher or the pupil, and we have 
® notion there is less of what “deserves to be 
ealied education” in some cultural courses as 
taught than in a good course in cutting hair. 

_ But, of course, we willingly concede that these 
educational activities do not belong in a univer- 
sity. At the same time, we have a certain human 
sympathy with the college administrators who are 
constrained to include them in the college bill of 
fare. We believe that in most instances there is 
resistance to their invasion, and we hope that in 
time the resistance will succeed. It is eventually 
@ Question of reorganization, which will provide 
vocational education where it belongs and permit 
the freeing of the institution of higher culture 
and research from its present entanglements and 
improper burdens. The desired changes will come 
slowly, perhaps, especially in the universities sup- 
ported by public taxation, because they are certain ‘ 
to be subjected to political interference and to the 
pressure of an ,uninformed public opinion. These 
are now chiefly responsible for the overcrowding 
of the existing’ plants and the forcing of educa- 
tional services which do not belong to a university 
proper. In our opinion the first step toward the 
feleagze of the higher institutions and the proper 
organization of the educational scheme is the tm- 
provement and enlargement of our secondary edu- 
gation. A good deal that the colleges and univer: 
sities are trying to do, and ig many cases forced 
to do, should be removed, we think, into the

But the 
immediate situation may be less encouraging than 


{ite Surface indicates. Its elements are highly un- 


stable and explosive, and will remain dangerous 


‘jand unpredictable until at least the problem of 
| demobilization has been solved and the greater part 


of the forces under arms are disarmed and redis- 
tributed to civilian pursuits. 

This is a most delicate and difficult problem. 
Its solution will put a severe strain upon the new 
government, but if the government attempts It, as 
we think it must, and survives it should be possible 


|for the American government to put our relations 


with China upon a better footing. There has been 


no reluctance in America to recognize and deai with 


any Chinese government that could be honestly 
‘accepted as a Chinese government-—that is, that had 
the power from such effective opirion as China has 


‘fand the willingness to deal with us faithfully and 


responsibly. Up to this time the complaints of Chi- 
nese Nationalist leaders that we had not corrected 
inequities in our treaty relations, complaints sup- 
ported by certain American sentimentalists who 
did not trouble to consider facta, could not be 
taken seriously. They were not, in fact, very 
sincere complaints, but were put forth as political 
propaganda in Chinese politics. The United States 


[has been a friend of reasonable Chinese aspira- 
| tions and has demonstrated that friendship con- 


sistently and persistently by acts as well as by 
authoritative words. We brought about the Pe- 
king conference on tariff revision and extraterri- 
toriality, and our able representatives clung to their 
task until the demoralization of Chinese politics 


‘under the conflicting military factions destroyed 


all sensible hope of responsible agreement, We 
refused to go farther than necessary measures 
of defense for American nationals imperiled in 


tthe Nationalist military advance, and our govern~ 


ment has made it plain that it stands ready to 
renew negotiations for treaty revision as soon as 
the Chinese have set up a government capable of 
making responsible agreements and performing 
its international] duties in the family of civilized 
We think the best men in China are not dis- 
posed to deny this and we have been glad to note 
that the influence of the government chiefly dis- 
posed to injure us with the Chinese and to try 
for its own advantage to embroil China with the 
other civilized powers—namely: Moscow-—has been 
steadily declining. Chinese diplomatic intelligence 
is of a high order, and it has read the strategy 
of the soviet foreign policy in the far east shrewd- 
ly, “We have reason to hope, therefore, if peace is 
maintained, that before long the Chinese and Amer- 
ican governments can get together and work out 4 
sound basis of, understanding and friendly iInter- 
course. A radical government would prevent this, 
but the Chinese mind is remarkably practical and 
there is some reason to hope that Nationalist radi- 
calism, weighted with the responsibilities of govern- 
ment, will be more moderate than its political 
utterances and that a new government will recog- 
nize the need of China for external peace and 
assistance, as well as the internal need for order 
and stability. 
AN EFFORT TO BRING 
MICHIGAN OUT OF THE 
AGES. 
- At a conference of local prosecuting attorneys 
called by Attorney Genera] Brucker of Michigan, 
it was agreed that offenses against the dry laws 
should be taken from the class of felonies and re- 
classified as misdemeanors. The case of Fred 
Palm, sentenced to life imprisonment under the 
habitual criminal act, upon conviction ‘of posses- 
sion of a half pint of gin, has raised this question 
picturesquely in Michigan and the discussion may 
result in state legislation moderating the criminal 
eode in this respect. At the suggestion, Mr. Hols- 
apple, heatl of the Anti-Saloon league of Michigan. 
becomes officially wroth and declares t offenses 
against the dry laws shall continue to be felonies, 
so there seems to be prospect of a real test of pub- 
lic sentiment on dry bigotry at the next session of 
the Michigan legislature. | | 

The issue is really significant. Both the pro- 
hibitionist fanatic and the professional dry realize 
that the greater part of their political influence 
depends upon the assumption that prohibition is 
not an experiment in social and political policy 
upon which honest minds may and do differ but 
a great moral, not to say religious, issue upon 
which no man or woman of conscience can suffer 
any doubt. 2 : 

To bolster this assumption is vitally tmportan 
to the zealot and the professional dry and they 
do not propose to submit to any suggestion that 
an offense against the dry law is not’ morally 
heinous and deserving of a very special reproba- 
tion and punishment. In the federal law a con- 
cession was won, but if the tide were running with 
the prohibition extremists instead of against 
them, all penalties would be made more severe

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| RELIGIOUS EDUCATION | 


BY HUGH 8. MAGILL, LL. D. 


Religious education ion ie receiving increased atten- 
tion, not only on part of the churches, but in 
colleges and uni ties and by leading authori- 
ties in the field of general education. During the 
past ten years departments of religious education 
have been established in scores of colleges, with 
carefully ‘prepared courses for the training of 
teachers and leaders. Nearly all the theological 
seminaries now offer courses in religious educa- 
tion for the training of ministers. It is conserva- 
tively estimated that more than a thousand local 
churches throughomt the United States now oare 
full time directors of religious education. 

“The reason for religious education is the fact | 
that religion is an essential element of life; that 
it is a vital human experience, a dynamic influ- 
ence in thé motivating of conduct and the deter- 
mining of character that cannot be disregarded 
in the processes of education. Religion in its true 
interpretation is not a thing apart from life and 
experience: which may be considered or disre- 
garded. It is at the center of all right thinking 
and feeling, inspiring the loftiest concepts and 
highest outreaches of the soul. 


During certain aycles or periods of history reli- 
gion and spiritual values have received special 
consideration. These times have been followed by 
periods when materialistic considerations ‘have 
been dominant in human thought. This has been 
particularly true @uring the development of the 
scientific age in which we are now living. As one 
writer has put it:/*‘ Formerly men were absorbed 
in the vision of heaven; now they are absorbed in 
the vision of the fruitful earth. “Science hes 
turned the modern world into a colossal workshop, 
and the more sénsitive the genius of a race or of 
@ man to the tendency of the age, the more irre- 
sistible the attraction of the majestic mechanism 
which is building the earth.” 

In the preface t the earliest classic of this sci- 
entifiC movement pavhich now absorbs the modern | 
world, Bacon preyts that “from the opening up of 
the pathway of thé senses and a fuller kindling of 
the natural light, there may not result in men’s 
eculs a weakening of faith and a blindness to di- 
vine mysteries.” ‘Loss of faith, which is the most 
hopeless kind of Dlindness, has fallen upon men 
not because they ,have willed it, but because the 
faculty has been weakened by disuse. 

We received recently from the editor of one of the 
leading magazines for business men a request for 
an historical illustration of the importance of re- 
ligion to society ahd to the state. We quoted in 
reply the famous} Ordinance of 1787: “ Religion, 
morality and knowledge being necessary to free 
government and the happiness of mankind, schools 
acd the means of education shall forever be en- 
couraged.” Also from Washington's farewell ad- 
dress: “Of all the dispositions and habits which 
lead to political prosperity, religion and morality 
are indispensable supports.” 

If religion is so important, why is it not more 
generally taught? Of course, the first public 
schools in America were religious in their purpose 
and teaching. But the people belonged to different 
sects and churchea, holding differing views on cer- 
tein religious questions, even though they wor- 
shiped the sane God, They wisely upheld the 
principle of religioms liberty, which guarantees to 
every man the right to worship God according to 
the dictates of his own conscience and to have his 
children taught t harmony with his religious 
views. The doctrime of the separation of church 
and state was so interpreted and applied as practi- 
cally to secularize public education. In more re- 
cent years the curriculum of the public schools 
bas been so expanded that nearly all elements of 
human experience and knowledge have been in- 
cluded, with the exception of those supremely {my 
portant religious concepts and experiences ema- 
nating from a cortsciousness of God. 
Although it is conceded that the public schools 
cannot formally teach religion, there is an incréas- 
ing recognition of the supreme importance of re- | 
ligious “4ucation, not only for the welfare of the 
individual, but in the ‘interests of society. It will 
hardly be questioned that the security of the state 
depends upon the integrity and morality of its citi- 
zens, and that religious conviction is one of the 


me 


- These considerations have led to an added em- 
phasis upon the teaching ministry of the church. 
The Sunday schowl is being expanded into the 
church school, with its Sunday session supple- 
mented by the vication church school, weekday 
church school, amd other educational agencies. 
Leaders and teachiers aré being espacially trained 
for the different phiases of the work. The whole pro- 
gtam is being dev x in acco ce with sound 


educational principles, worthy of the highest re- 
spect. Leading amithorities in general education, 
recognizing the limitations of the public schools, 
but appreciating the importance of religion in edu- 
cation, are showing an attitude of friendly co- 
operation. 

In the recently published report of the commis- 
sion on curriculuzn for secondary schools of the 
National Educaticm association, composed of many 
of the leading educators of the United States, are 
found some very significant statements regarding 
the objectives of education. 

The general objectives of all education are stated 
by the commission as follows: 
“1. To promote the development of an tnder- 

standing and an a#equate evaluation of the self. 
“2. To promote the development of an under- 
standing and an appreciation of the world of 
nature. 
“3. To promote the development of an under- 
standing and an appreciation of organized society. 
“4. To promote the development of an apprecia- 
tion of the force af law and of love that is operat- 


Commenting on this classification, the commis- 
sion states: ; 

“The individual self, nature, society, and God— 
these four, and in particular the adjustments 
which the indftvidmal self must make—constitute 
the objectives of education. A full understanding 
of the magnitude ,of the task reveals the need of 
continuing education throughout the whole period 
of life.” 

Following a somewhat detailed interpretation of 
the first three objectives of education as given, the 
commission makes the following statement regard- 


“ To promote the development of an appreciation 


of himself, of nature, and of organized society. He 
hungers and thirsts after righteousness. Knowing 
his own imperfections, he feels that somewhere 
there is perfection. The great universe calis to his 
spirit, and unless he ignorantly or willfully closes 
his ears, he hears the voice of God.

WHY WE SHOULD CHANGE 


UNDIES FREQUENTLY. 

HE Laundrymen’s association will 

come mighty near wanting to re- 

print a report of a study made by 

Miss Winegar and printed in, the 
Journal of Home Economics. — 

Miss Winegar makes a demonstration 
that is all to the good when it comes 
to the matter of frequent change of un- 
derwear. Up to that point the Laundry- 
men’s association is with her. Unfor- 
tunately, she did not study the effects 


of washing underwear and, therefore, 


they may lose interest. 


Miss Winegar studied the bacteriology 
of the underwear of forty Kansas ath- 
letes in hard training. She found 400,000 
bacteria in each inch of an undergar- 
ment which had been worn once, A secC- 
ond wearing caused the bacterial count 
to multiply fifteen times. Garments 
worn three times had nineteen times as 
many bacteria and garments worn six 
times 24 times as many bacteria as gar- 
ments worn once. | 
The bacteria present were principally 
of types formed in and on the skin. 
Many were staphylococci and some were 
streptococci. After a bit bacteria of soll 
origin began to come into evidence. In 
garments worn six times excretory or- 
gan bacilli were present. 


Miss Winegar made no test of the effi- 
cacy of different methods of washing. 
No hot water, nor soap and no washing 
devices were employed. Therefore she 
has no special information to offer in 
washing.

Worst Moments Were in 
Seeking Landing. 


ficult part of the long distance record 
flight of the Italian Savoia-64 by Capt. 
Ferrarip and Maj. Del Prete was not 
the long hop across the South Atlantic, 
but was the long period while the 
aviators were flying in fog and rain 
along the coast of Brazil seeking a 
landing place. | 

In an official report to the Italian 
government the two flyers told how 
they flew back and forth along the 
coast and then, fearing the exhaustion 
of their gasoline, finally made an 
emergency landing at Tauros beach, 
after 69 hours in the alr. 

The report, the first full story of 
the brilliant flight, was made public 
by the ministry of aeronautics today 
and was as follows: 

“We left the Montacello field at 
651 p. m. [all hours indicated are 
Greenwich time]. Notwithstanding 
that the takeoff was exceedingly long, 
the machine sustained itself well in 
the air and we made for Gibraltar, 
passing over Sardinia at 8:28.

“We saw the lighthouses at Cape 
Fernando and at Cavoli island without 
noting the torpedo boat escort. Com-

In 
view of the approaching exhaustion 
of our gasoline supply, we decided 
to return north where we had ob- 
served a zone favorable to an emer- 
gency landing. 

“Near the village of Tauros. 
gasoline pressure gave out unexpect- 
edly while we were flying under clouds 
at a height of 100 meters, and we 
were obliged to land on a beach of 
sandy soil. After a few meters of 
rolling, the wheels sank in the soft 
sand, causing damage to the chassis. 

“ During the whole flight the func- 
tioning of the motor and the behavior 
of the plane and the various installa- 
tions aboard were perfect.”

Detrbit, Mich., July 7.—[Spectal.]— 
Midsummer demand for cars contin-

New Standards Proposed. 
It is a noticeable fact that cars

At the summer meeting last week 
of the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers, forty new automotive standards 
j were proposed. Of most popular in- 
terest were the proposed standardiza- 
tion of 18 balloon tire and rim sizes 
to greatly reduce the existing number. 
The engineers also condemned as anti- 
quated and unreasonable the demand 
of various states for the installation 
of two separate brake mechanisms on 
automobiles, despite the presence of 
four wheel brakes.

Bedtime Prayers for the Childrey 


OME of the most enlightening, 
the most intimate, and the most 
important things we learn about 
childhood we learn through the 
retrospection of grown people. 
Especially jn regard to fears does 
this seem to be the case. The fears 
of childhood are rarely expressed at 
the time they are teing experienced. 
And often we would not realize their 
existence at all if we did not have 
our own memories of our early dreads 
to give us the clue, If we dig back 
and use thoughtfully what we find it 
will often help us to spare those chil- 
dren we come in contact with much 
unnecessary misery, or help us to in- 
terpet signs of suppressed. fears so 
that We can deal with them’ in the 
open.

N OLDER times than today whole 
towns Were emptied into summer 
groves, whole multitudes were fed 
in the open-—-sometimes miracu- 

lously with loaves and fishes, but 

moderniy by some concesgsionist of the 
grove. When forms of entertainment 
were fewer than they are today the 
pastime of picnics, under various 
names, had a great development and 


through whole centuries, as some im- 
mortal records show. 


For some of these picnic affairs 
there were great cooking operations. 
A whole ox or several of them were 
roasted, or it might be sheep or pigs 
that were cooked on spits improvised 
from young trees and over rock pit 
fires. 

In New England, of years back, the 
grove chosen for such town picnics 


‘was usually by a lake, from which 


fish were caught to make great boilers 
of chowder, and off to one side there 
was usually a bean hole well filled 
with pot of beans to bake the night 
before, while Boston brown bread was 
brought from home to accompany 
them. Boilers of green corn were 
cooked on rock stoves, while bread 
and pies and doughnuts and cookies 
were brought from home kitchena, 
Men as well as women busied them- 
selves 6n this holiday, | often from 
early morn until it was all over. They 
| caught fish, built fires, fixed up tables, 
/perhaps with living and standing trees 


the groves, as usually now, had per- 
manent tables ready for any comer tu

ket on. 


No Mere Handout. 


Besides “the items mentioned, water- 


‘, melon, bags of roasted peanuts and 


picnic dinner—a real dinner and not 
a luncheon, or handout, or snack. 
Some experts in feeding people claim 
that men dislike a handout, even on 
& picnic, or that they like a real din- 
ner. If you watch them on their 
outings perhaps you will decide that 
this ig true, and that they will work 
for it, 

Making a real dinner rite of the 
'pienic meal, perhaps the main meal 
of the day, is something else from 
packing a box of sandwiches and pro- 
viding vacuum bottles of hot or cold 
beverages and some fruit.

There are fhe fire laws on the 
one hand, and en the other the fact 
that one may cook the meal at home 
with every modern convenience while 
they have highly modern conveniences 
for transporting it in an hour or two 
to wilderness surroundings. 

But building fires and cooking in 
the open has its fascinations, and at 
the camp sites at the edge of our 
greatest cities, and in our forest pre- 
serves, there are places for building 
fires and cooking over them, One 
may often see dozens of spots in such

N 1826 a man named William Morgan. living in western 
New York, said he was going to publish the secrets of 
Freemasonry in a book, He did.

Jackson was arising as the backwoods aristo- 
crat of an even plainer democracy than that of Jefferson. 
New bits of science were then even more upsetting than 
Mr. Bryan's old age endeavor to'find a new cause and a new 
paramount issue in fundamentalism and Florida ren) estate. 

Religious preferences were likely to be intense prejudices, 
and prejudices were inclined to be intensely religious. Joseph 
Smith was about to reveal the translation of the golden 
Plates of the Book of Lehi, which he said he had found in 
the woods. Emotions were governing factors and the disap- 
pearance of William Morgan founded a political party, the 
_Ant}-Masons, the hundred year ago ancestor of the modern 
Ku Klux Klan. 

In American political action nominations for President 
and Vice President had been made by congressional caucus, 
which designated certain men as recognizable and accepted 
candidates. Legislatures named the presidential electors and 
the men who made the electoral college found their prefer- 
ences among the caucus nominees. 

One of the revolts of the 1820's was against’the cauctis 
system, just as one of the revolts of the 1900's was against 
the convention system. The Anti-Masons formed a political 
Party for the suppression of the Masons, to make it illegal 
for a Mason to hold public office. Now the question is the 
eligibility of a Roman Catholic for the presidency. Then it 
Was the eligibility of a Mason. . 


The Anti-Masons held a national convention, having 
Brown up as a party from town meetings, in Baltimore in 
1831, and nominated William Wirt for President. Not many 
States were represented, but it was a national nominating 
, convention and the representation was based on a ratio of 
delegates to population. It recognized the representative 
system in party government and gave party government a 
congress, called a convention, in which decisions could be 
arrived at. 

Thereupon there was party government at last in a 
workable form, acceptable to the roaring Jacksoniafs, who, 
among others, instantly adopted it. 

The nominating convention as the Sanhedrin of govern- 
ment is a peculiarly American accomplishment, It is based 
on the idea of pepresentative government, bat it prevides 
a continuity for government not through official forms but 
in the voluntary associations of citizens. In fact, the United 
States continues its existence through the agency of the nomi. 
nating conventions of the Republican and Democratic parties 
almost as assuredly and with as much certitude as if the 
constitution provided for that. In time one of these parties 
or both of them may or will disappear if precedents govern. 
he Federalists and Whigs extinguished themselves by their 
sins or incapacity. The Republican-Democrats of Jefferson 
» grew into the Democrats of Jackson. The Free Soil parti- 
sans emerged in the form of the Republicans of Lincoln. 
For the most part the commtry has avoided the confusion 
and stalemate of political on through numerous political 
‘blecs by its ability and willingness to get one set of ideas 
and a pair of candidates from one hominating convention 
and another set and anothér pair from another. 

As a source of considerate and rational political action 
the national convention seems hopeless. It is a mixture of 
imprudence and impudence, craft, low cunning, bombast and 
futile sounds, vacillation, fish market bargaining, poker faced 
dickering in rooms foul with smoke, with a half dozen or 
score of men deciding for and dictating to another thousand. 

The main chance is political profit, in townships, cities, 
counties, congressional! districts and states. It involves as 
distinguished decoration the post to the court of St. James 
and as political pork chops a place as inspector in the city 
bureau of weights and measures. It means paving contracts,

and federal pickings, privilege’ under law and outside of it, 
percentages on road building, the distribution of federal 
public improvements, the collection of customs, etc.

A convention is composed of or controlled by men in 
whose lives these are essential causes. The object is to 
present candidates with fragments and oddities of ideas or 
evasions of ideas thought best fitted to retain or procure for 
the members of the convention or the men they represent 
the advantages they seek in the life to which they have 
committed or devoted themselves. , 

In this respect it is much more pragmatic and practical 
than a convention of dentists, furniture makers, citrus fruit 
growers, real estate promoters, or stove manufacturers. One 
of these conventions will give the United States its gov- 
ernment. Out of it will come the man who must in con- 
ceivable or probable emergency pit himself against the rep- 
resentatives of European and Asiatic statecraft, astuteness, 
national acquisitiveness. The least thing considered is what 
this man would do in ;such circumstances, and yet what he 
does may bind the nation inextricably to his decisions. : 

In Baltimore in 1912 the Democrats, for reasons entirely, 
or at least generally, unrelated to the national welfare, hesi- 
tated as between Champ Clark and Woodrow Wilson. They 
didn’t know a war was rolling down. People seldom do know 
it. It might have been Clark. It was Wilson. The imagina- 
tion simply stops in contemplation of that alternative and 
its inherent consequences. 

No standard for selection exists outside of opportune and 
available vote getting qualities. A party which would nomi- 
nate Roosevelt in one convention would take Taft in another. 
The Democrats could switch from Bryan to Parker and back 
to Bryan again. But, then, in another system the British 
can swing from Asquith to Lloyd George to Baldwin, and 
the continental European system produces mainly warring 
blocs which come to their natural finish in Mussolini’s extin- 


guishing of parliamentary er 


The instinct of a natlonar convention is not to nominate 
a forceful, energetic, able man. Faguet’s “Cult of Incompe- 
tence” gives the basic explanation of this. Not only the 
lesser chiefs but the people themselves have in the one case 
a conscious and in the other a subconscious fear of a domi- 
nating intelligence and ability. Harding is a much more 


standing man cannot be escaped and a convention yields to 
necessity, but if it can find a popular, amenable character, 
ductile and malleable, a reliable vote getter, and a submissive 
administrator, politics has its ideal A strong man in the 
White House generally arouses all the apprehensions of ths 
very men who have put him there. They avoid him if possible. 

The American national convention must be regarded as 
the strangest device of government which was ever made 
to work, but it is an almost perfect instrument for na- 
tional political action in the United States. It might suit 


| ro other people than Americans, but it does suit them, Its 


absurdities, insincerities, and inanities are apparent, but 
it is dramatic, generally stimulating, and it seems to have 


the people. If their national] existence depended upon the 
perfect adjustment of character and qualifications to the 
requirements of office, the system might ruin the country, 
but that isn’t necessary. As it can be had it is desirabie, 
and as it cannot be had it is somehow endured and survived. 

The national convention is representative of the facts 
of American political life and government and it is frequently 
responsive to them. A convention of college presidents 
might be wiser and do much better and just because of that 
be more foolish and do much worse.

Low colloquial and juvenile as the 
equivalent of ‘so that,’ as, ‘He started early so he could be 
home for supper’ for ‘He started early so that,’ etc., or ‘in 
order to be home,’ etc.” 

One turns to Webster to read, “‘ So.’

Twenty Years Ago

HE second play that Eugene Wal-

So they, the 
residents at the fort paid for this tui- 
tion. 

Then Highwood came into existence, 
largely because of the neighborhood of 
Fort Sheridan which used this com- 
munity for its needs. To the High- 
wood public schools went the children 
of the post, still paying for their 
schooling although the children of 


every foreign born citizen were edu- 


cated free from all expense. The fort 
spent its money in Highwood and when 
Highwood had a fire it is the post fire 
department that goes to the aid of 
Highwood. To pay for the tuition of 
the children of the soldiers at the post 
the women in charge of the luncheon 
booth at the horse show dedicate a part 
of the proceeds of their enterprise. The 
rest goes to swell the funds of the 
Army Relief. . 
Important Work. 
I've written about this society be- 


fore, but do not mind giving it more 
space because of its splendid and im- 


- portant work. The latter attribute is 


evidenced by. the fact that it is the 
only society in which the President 
of the United States, ex officio, holds 
the highest position. He is both Pres- 
ident of the U. &. A. and of the Army 
Relief society. 

This organization tries in every way 
in its power to make up in a measure 
for the tragically inadequate support 
given the widows and orphans of our 
army. It collects annually funds from 
all over the country for this purpose. 
It is a nationwide enterprise and to 
it may be sent contributions, not only 
of money, but of all kinds, which will 
be distributed carefully and wisely.

ID you ever think of how lost a 
broadcaster is when his radio 
station goes off the air for a few 
minutes? Every transmitter has 

its weak moments and quits transmit- 
ting for a spell, until the engineers 
and operators can make the necessary 
repairs. 

When a station goes off the air the 
listeners, of course, can hear nothing 
in their tuning. Many of them be- 
lieve the tgouble lies in their own re- 
ceivers and they tinker and tap all 
over the sets. They worry and fume, 
and there is no way for the broad- 
caster to inform his audience of what 
has happened. 

One of those moments came just a 
half hour before the opening of the first 
night session of the Democratic conven- 
tion at Houston. We were switched 
on and we greeted the audience, and 
we had uttered no more than a hun- 
dred words when we were informed 


over the telegraph wire that the trans- 
mitter back home was not functioning 
and that we were spilling our pearly 
words into space—but not on the air 
lanes. | 

We felt as though we were on a4 
sinking ship. . We could picture thou- 
sands of listeners seated at their sets, 
hearing our first few words and then 
finding that we had suddenly de- 
parted. There we were, waiting help- 
jlessly, with no way to tell them to 
stand by for just a few minutes and 
to relieve their worry about the sus- 
pected faults in their own sets.

In five years of broadcast- 
ing we have received more letters for 
certain broadcasts, but never such 
human—and may we say?—moving 
letters. | | 

Commentary letters to the radio an- 
nouncer can assume an intimacy and 
a tenderness that are contained in the 
communications to no other public 
performer, we believe. They are 
friendly and appreciative beyond tell- 
ing. They tell of how familiar and 
welcome a daily visitor the announcer 
is. All announcers receive them. They 
contain sincere invitations to visi 
homes or spend holidays or vacations 
with the listeners. 

They are compensations enough for 
any effort that any man might extend. 
Of the thousands we have received 
over a period of years we have read 
them all and we have often wondered 
whether or not we should save them. 
As a young man we wonder whether 


five hours on the > 


they will bring feelings of cheer or 
sadness when we should read them 
over in Our declining years. 

The every day programs bring in a 
consistent total of listeners’ letters, 
but a large feature broadcast, like the 
Kentucky Derby or the two conven- 
tions, really prompts the vast audi- 
ence to note writing, and the majority 
of the writers, in the course of ful- 
some expressions, state that they have 
never before written to a radio sta- 
tion, although always intending and 
resolving to do so. 

Consider, for instance, receiving in 
return for a few days’ work a thou- 
sand warming letters like this—lIand 
we print this only to illustrate the 
human story there is in this business, 
not through any sense of vanity]: 

“God bless you, for we have just 
snapped off the radio after hearing 
that fine farewell from you, with the 
fatigue and strain showing so clearly 
in your friendiy voice; and we feel 
my mother and I, after four days

almost glued to our chairs before the 
loud speaker, that the curtain has 
gone down on the most colorful and 
entertaining and stirring drama that 
has yet crossed our lives. _ 

“We want you to know from us, as 
you do from thousands of others, no 
doubt, how much pleasure you have 
given us. It is a wonderful thing that 
old people, and those who are tied at 
home through various circumstances, 
can sit down in their own living rooms 
and have the world brought to them 
by the sinrple turning of a switch, and 
a more wonderful thing that there are 
people like you, with the power and 
personal charm to make it all so 
graphic. We feel that we know all 
the actors in this great play, and that 
we have greeted them personally, 
though our eyes have not rested on 
them. God bless you!’ 

That, ladies and gentlemen, is why 
we stay in radio.

While 
charges of favoritism have been made 
and members of congress, politicians 
and others have interceded with the 
commission in behelf of affected 
broadcasters, Judge Robinson declares 
he has told them that station owners 
will have an equa] opportunity to pre- 
sent their pleas at the hearings on 
Monday, 

The commission believes it has the 
support of the listening public in its 
determination to reduce substantially 
the number of stations in order to im- 
prove radio reception. <A large ma- 
jority of the letters received from fans 
express approval of the elimination 
procedure. Followers of some of the 
stations listed for removal have pro- 
tested.

When a long sult is opened with 
the fourth best card that card is al- 
ways a “spot” card and if you sub 
tract the number of spots on the card 
from eleven, the remainder is tHe 
number of cards of the suit higher 
than the “spot” card led that are 
not in the hand of the opener. For 
example, one holds the king-jack-nine- 
six-four, from which the proper open- 
ing is the fourth best or the six spot. 
Subtracting six from eleven leaves five 
and there are just five cards higher 
than the six spot that are in the 
other three hands. 

If you count the cards all together 
above the six spot, namely seven, 
eight, nine, ten, jack, queen, king, ace, 
a total of eight cards, and recall that 
the opener had three of them, this 
leaves five for the other three hands 
and subtracting six from eleven gives 
you that fact. If the three spot was 
led, three from eleven is eight, mak- 
ing eight cards higher than the three

It cannot be too often called to the 
attention of aljl players and particu- 
larly of beginners that every bid made 
and every play made or not made tells 
a story that the thinking player com- 
prehends and enjoys. For example, 
there are eight quick tricks unless 
the king and queen of the Same suit 
are separated, in which event there 
are only six quick tricks, and when 
the opening lead is made and the 
dummy displayed upon the board, the 
location of the aces and kings in the 
various hands can be calculated al- 
most to a certainty. 

The declarer should never.play to 
the first lead until he has counted up 
the number of tricks that can be made 
from his own hand and dummy with- 
cut any finessing. and has assumed 
the location of the suits and the high 
cards and this can be done with a 
ssreat deal of certainty from the bid- 
ding, the opening play, and the 26 
cards he can see.

{D you ever think of how lost a 
broadcaster is when :his radio 
station goes off the air for a few 
minutes? Every transmitter has 

its weak moments and quits transmit- 
ting for a spell, until the engineers 
and operators can make the necessary 
repairs. 

When a station goes off the air the 
listeners, of course, can hear nothing 
in their tuning. Many of them be- 
lieve the trouble lies 4{n their own re- 
ceivers and they tinker and tap all 
over the sets. They worry and fume, 
and there.is no way for the broad- 
caster to inform his audience of what 
has happened. 

One of those moments came just a 
half hour before the opening of the first 
night session of the Democratic conven- 
tion at Houston. We were switched 
on and we greeted the audience, and 
we had uttered no more than a hun- 
dred words when we were informed 


over the telegraph wire that the trans- 
mitter back home was not functioning 
and that we were spilling our pearly 
words into space—but not on the air 
lanes. 

We felt as though we were, on a 


sands of listeners seated at their sets, 
hearing our first few words and then 
finding that we had suddenly de- 
parted. There we were, waiting help- 
lessly, with no way to tell them to 
stand by for just a few minutes and 
to relieve their worry about the sus- 
pected faults in their own sets. 


SEN. CARTER GLASS of Virginia 
has peculiar notions of the radio. He 
strongly opposed holding evening ses- 
sions of the Democratic convention for 
the benefit of the radio audience. He 
declared that radio “is mostly static.” 
He was refuting the plea of George T. 
Brennan, Chicago, Democratic leader, 
whose efforts brought about the night 
meetings for the sake of the vast lis- 
tening public who could not sit before 
their receiving sets in the daytime. 

Mr. Brennan said: “ Let us give the 
farmers a chance to hear this speech 
over the radio. Let’s put it into the 
homes of millions who will listen to 
the loud speakers in their homes at 
night. Let's put it on the radio, not

In five years of broadcast- 
ing we have received more letters for 
certain broadcasts, but never such 
human—and may we say?—moving 
letters. 

Commentary letters to the radio an- 
nouncer can assume an intimagy and 
a tenderness that are contained in the 
communications to no other public 
performer, we believe. They are 
friendly and appreciative beyond tell- 
ing. They tell of how familiar and 
welcome a daily visitor the announcer 
is. All announcers receive them. They 
contain sincere invitations to visit 
homes or spend holidays or vacations 
with the listeners. 

They are compensations enough for 
any effort that any man might extend. 
Of the thousands we have received 
over a period of years we have read 
them all and we have often wondered 
whether or not we should save them. 
As a young man we wonder whether 
they will bring feelings of cheer or 
sadness when we should read them 
over in our declining years. 

The every day programs bring in a 
consistent total of listeners’ letters, 
but a large feature broadcast, like the 
Kentucky Derby or the two conven- 
tions, really prompts the vast audi- 
ence to note writing, and the majority 
of the writers, in the course of ful- 
some expressions, state that they have 
never before written to a radio sta- 
tion, although always intending and 
resolying to do so. pes 

Consider, for instance, receiving in 
return for a few days’ work a thou- 
gand warming letters like this—[and 
we print this only to illustrate the 
human story there is in this business, 
not through any sense of vanity]: 

“God bless you, for we have just 
snapped off the radio after hearing 
that*fine farewell from you, with the 
fatigue and strain showing so clearly 
in your friendly voice; and we feel 
my mother and I, after four days 
almost glued to our chairs before the 
loud speaker, that the curtain has 


has yet crossed our lives. 


“We want you to know from us, as 
you do from thousands of others, no 
doubt, how much pleasure you have 
given us. It is a wonderful thing that 
old people, and those who are tied at 
home through various circumstances, 


can sit down in their own living rooms 
and have the world brought to them 
by the simple turning of a switch, and 
a more wonderful thing that there are 
people like you, with the power and 
personal charm to make it all so 
graphic. We feel that we know all 
the actors in this great play, and that 
we have greeted them personally, 
though our eyes have not rested on 
them. God bless you!”

July 11, 1274. After the death of 
“Red Comyn,” whom he had stabbed 
in the church of the Minorite Friars 
st Dumfries, Bruce hastened to Loch- 


maben castle, assembled his vassals, | 


and proclaimed his right to the throne. 
On March 27, 1306, he was crowned 
king at Scone, but was later forced 
to flee to the Highlands and thence 
Ireland. 

The memorable battle of Bannock- 
burn, June 24, 1314, established him as 
Robert I. of Scotland. Af this famous 
battle the Scots, to the rumble of 
drums and with the bagpipes playing 
“Hey Tutti Taiti,”” fought their way 
to freedom, defeating the English 
army of Edward II., more than 100.- 
000 strong, with less than half that 
force. 

‘ Old Highland Bagpipe. 

The bagpipes have furnished the 
military music of the Scots since 
their introduction to the British isles 
by the Romans. They have gladdened 
the weddings and all festivals. The 
‘pipes have also served to lighten labor, 
as on the Isle of Skye, In 1786, when 
the inhabitants were engaged in road- 
making and each party of laborers 
had its bagpiper. The oldest still in 
existence is a Highland bagpipe 
1409. 7 

The early Scottish minstrels are said 
to have told their stories and sung 
to the accompaniment of the harp, 
but it was the fiddle that became the 
popular accompaniment of song and 
the dance in Scotland.

They worry and fume, 
and there is no way for the broad- 
caster to inform his audience of what 
has happened. 

One of those moments came just a 
half hour before the opening of the first 
night session of the Democratic conven- 
tfon at Houston. We were switched 
on and we greeted the audience, and 


uttered no more than a hun- 
words when we were informed 


mitter back home was not functioning 
and that we were spilling our pearly 
words into space—but not on the air 
lanes. 

We felt as though we were on 4 
sinking ship. We could picture thou- 
sands of listeners seated at their sets, 
hearing our first few words and then 
finding that we had suddenly de- 
parted. There we were, waiting help- 
lessly, with no way to tell them to 
stand by for just a few utes and 
to relieve their worry aboyt the sus- 
pected faults in their own sets. 

SEN. CARTER GLASS of Virginia 
has peculiar notions of the radio. He 
strongly opposed holding evening ses- 
sions of the Democratic convention for 
the benefit of the radio audience. He 
declared that radio “is mostly static.” 
He was refuting the plea of George gt af 


Brennan, Chicago, Democratic leader, 
whose efforts brought about the night 
meetings for the sake of the vast Ls- 
tening public who could not sit before 
their receiving sets in the daytime. 

Mr. Brennan said: “ Let us give the 
farmers a chance to hear this speech 
over the radio. Let’s put it into the 
homes of milligns who will listen to 
the loud speakers in their homes at 
night. Let’s put it on the radio, not 
during the day, when only a few are 
at home, but at night when the whole 
family is at home.” 

But although the Democrats did 
themselves some good, probably, by 
staging their keynote speech and plat- 
form oration at night, still it was to 
no advantage to put on innumerable 
seconding addresses to bore the lis- 
teners. 

WE'D LIKE to tell you a little hu- 
man interest story this morning. We 


suppose that there are many people 
in more routine and less glamorous

radio announcer. True, there is a 
giamour about it, for us who taste of 
its theatricalism in the studios and its 
adventures in broadcasting the news 
events from distant places. But, per- 
sonally, we believe it is not that which 


- fascinates us; it is the mail that comes — 
from listeners after a feature broad-. 


cast. 


Picture, if you will, only as a side- 


light on another man’s profession, our 
sitting through five hours on the 
Fourth of July reading letters. from 
people seeking voluntarily to express 
their appreciation of the broadcasting 
of the Kansas City and Houston con- 
ventions. In five years 6f broadcast- 
ing we have received more letters for 
certain broadcasts, but never such 
human—and may we say?—moving 
letters. 

Commentary letters to the radio an- 
nouncer can assume an intimacy and 
a tenderness that are contained in the 
communications to no other public 
performer, we believe. They are 
friendly and appreciative beyond tell- 
ing. They tell of how familiar and 
welcome a daily visitor the announcer 
is. All announcers receive them. They 
contain sincere invitations to visit 
homes or spend holidays or vacations 
with the listeners. 

They are compensations enough for 
any effort that any man might extend. 
Of the thousands we have received 
over a period of years we have read 
them all and we have often wondered 
whether or not we should save them. 
As a young man we wonder whether 


they will bring feelings of cheer or 
sadness when we should read them 
over in our declining years. 

The every day programs bring in a 
consistent total of listeners’ letters, 
but a largé feature broadcast, like the 
Kentucky Derby or the two conven- 
tions, really prompts the vast audi- 
ence to note writing, and the majority 
of the writers, in the course of ful- 
some expressions, state that they have 
never before written to a radio sta- 
tion, ralthough always intending and 
resolving to do so. 

Consider, for instance, receiving in 
return for a few days’ work a thou- 
sand warming letters like this—{and 
we frint this only to illustrate the 
human story there is in this business, 
not through any sense of vanity}: 

“God bless you, for we have just 
snapped off the radio after hearing 
that fine farewell from you, with the 
fatigue and strain showimg so clearly 
in your friendly voice; and we feel 
my mother and I, after four days 


almost glued to our chairs before the 
loud speaker, that the curtain has 
gone down’ on the most colorful and 
entertaining and stirring drama that 
has yet crossed our lives. 

“We want you to know from us, as 
you do from thousands of others, no 
doubt, how much pleasure you have 
given us. It is a wonderful thing that 
old people, and those who are tied at 
home through various circumstances, 
can sit down in their own living rooms 
and have the world brought to them 
by the simple turning of a switch, and 
a more wonderful thing that there are 
people like you, with the power and 
personal charm to make it all so 
graphic. We feel that we know all 
the actors in this great play, and that 
we have greeted them personally, 
though our eyes have not rested on 
them. God bless you!” 

That, ladies and gentlemen, is why 
we stay in radio.

Stations Listed

Hearing Tomorrow 
Washington, D. C., July 7—()— 


Political and other extraneous infiu-| 


ences will be ignored by the federal 
radio commission in considering ap- 
peals of broadcasting stations slated 
for elimination Aug. 1, Judge Ira E. 
Robinson, chairman of the commis- 
sion, has indicated. 

The cases of individual] stations will 
be judged solely on their merits as 
shown by operation in,the public in- 
terest, Judge Robinson says. While 
charges of favoritism have been made 
and members of congress, politicians 
and others have interceded with the 
commission in behalf of affected 
broadcasters, Judge Robinson declares 
he has told them that station owners 
will have an equa] opportunity to pre- 
sent their pleas at the hearings on 
Monday. 

The qpinmission believes it has the 
support’ of the listening public in its 
determination to reduce substantially 
the number of stations in order to im- 
prove radio reception. A large ma- 
jority of the letters received from fans 
express approval of the elimination 
procedure. f®olloWers of some of the 
stations listed for removal have pro-. 
tested.

When a long suit is opened with 
the fourth best card that card is al- 
ways a “spot” card and if you sub- 
tract the number of spots on the card 
from eleven, the remainder is the 
number of cards of the suit higher 
than the “spot” card led that are 
not In the hand of the opener. For 
example, one holds the king-jack-nin 
six-four, from which the proper operi- 
ing is the fourth best or the six spot.
